Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that the drawing on page 7 
shows keyways with a width of 3 mm and the drawing on page 10 shows a cutting bushing not comprising cutting angles. The rejections 
were based on the document E4a which is an enlarged view of the drawing on page 10 that shows l^eyways having a width of 1 mm. 
Furthermore, although the drawing of page 10 may not show the same cutting angles as the applicants are referring to, the drawing of 
page 10 does show cutting edges having the cutting angles which may be 0 degree relative to vertical. Given the broadest and resonable 
interpretation of the term "a razor blade cutting method" and "a shear cutting method", the lower blade shaft of the document E4a is 
capable of shear and blade cut. Applicant's argument regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), both US '135 and GB '878 show 
the cutting angles as set forth above. 
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
